MKRY PLIGHT OF MUSIC TEACHER. 



'Wh*u Asked by the VolUf to Kx> 
pUlB About Blood UD Ills 
Cl«thM,Prof. Janitt fUU 
ler Faints Away. 



Detroit. April 10.— Tta« girl who was 

fo horribly m\ir(l<'rr(1 was identified 
M Carrie M. Jennett, of 1191 Wabash 
ttVVBM^ a dauchtor of JamM R. Jea- 
nett, a cabinet maker. Miss Jen- 
uett attended a meeting of a Rebekah 
lodes in a hall not far from where she 
was BO brutally murdered. She left 
tkere about 10: OG p. m. Less than 
two hoar* later bar body was toand 

When the police learaed that Prof. 
James Miller and Miae Jennett bad 
be«n well acquainted, and that be bad 
given her music lessons, Captain Ba 
ker went to bte house. Miller took 
tke annoanoement ot the girl's death 
oooly and asked no qmstlons regard 
ing the murder. Captain Baker final- 
ly decided to tJike him into custody. 
,Wken placed In the sweat box at the 
police atation, he had himself under 
eoatrol aod said very Itttle. He ex 
blblted no emotion. The officers then 
aeked him to take oft his coat and 
vt-st and then one of the most dra 
ma^ events known to the police took 
plaoe. 

With great rehictaace the music 
teacher removed the garments. The 
olllcfrs tot)k'off his celluloid cuffs and 
Killed up the wrist bands of his white 
•Mlrt Oae the inside ot these were 
found blood stains and when it stood 
revealed, the jrallcemen and detect 
Ives looked up to Miller for an expla- 
nation. The unhappy man turned dead 
ly white and feU on the floor in a 
fataktlBC fit He was restored to con- 
Bcloueoess sad then led to a cell, on 
the way to which he fainted again. 

Blood stains w«re also found on his 
trooaers. Borne were found on his 
overcoat and more on his hat. The 
hat, a derby, had evidently been wash 
«d, but not sufllciently, as blood cryiK 
tals were positively identified. Cap- 
tain Bak«n went liite the rell with 
him after he had recovered somewhat 
irom hia Caiatiaf c<»dHion aad ^»ok» 
to him. IClUer wai seated, but looked 
■p quickly and said "I know nothing 
about th« maiter." 

In the sweat box Miller claimed that 
ke mttended a maetlac of the Wolver- 
tae eircle, an iDsmrnnce organisation, 
and that he left about 11 o'clock. If 
true, this would be a lufUcient alibi, 
for the murder took place at 11 
o'clock or a few minutes later. 

^iUiam Duart is merely held as a 
poaaible valuable wltaeas, the police 
say, and not as a suspect. 

An autopsy revealed the fact that 
within three or four months the girl 
irapld have become a mother. It alao 
riSslihed may evIdoMM of tha bra 
tallty with which the poor girl was 
murdered. In addition to tbe otber 
ghastly wounds on her bead, ber aack 
bad been broken. 

A teeend Murder. 
Professor Miller, who Is 'under ar- 
rest on suspicion of being the girl's 
murderer, left his house, according to 
%ls Wife, at 8 p. m.. saying he waa go- 
ing to a lodge meetln«. At 11: SO p. 
m., according to hie wife, he return- 
ed, apparently cool and collected. 

Another mysterious murder oc- 
carrad a( an early hour, tbe victim 
bainc Oeone W. Harwoed. bookk«ep> 
er aad paymaster at the Mallftbla 
w<0Tks. His body waa found lying on 
ibe sidewalk <tn Judctioa avenu«, a 
ebort distance from his home on Am 
iMMt atratt aboot B:tO a. m. Hie 
bead waa badly pounded and thera la 
a bad cut- over the left eye. 

Haywood all^ndud a dance at Baker 
ball. His wife had intended to accom- 
liaagr Up, but waa 111 and gave It up. 
It la not known what tiin* be started 
far home, but be was fonnd withte 100 
yards of hie home and had avldaatly 
been dead some hours. 

As her husbaad did not return dur- 
las Uie ntffbd, Ura Uagrood was vafy 
mneli alarmed aad ariaing early ahe 
sent her oldeet boy, E^arl, aged 12, out 
to see if be could find any traoe of his 
father. The little chap had gone but 
a abort distance from tbe bouse when 
■0 diaeovarod the Ufalaaa ramalaa of 
the parent. The polloa were aeClfled 
and the body waa removed to the 
morgue an4 placed beside fehe remains 
of Miss Jennett, who had also been 
aardared, but a few hours prevloua. 
An ezamination of Haywood's body 
and clotbes showed that robbery was 
nst ttis moUve. There was but one 
wound, evidently made with a heavy 
blunt instrument, aad it penetrated 
the skull and left an ugly cut. 

Detectives were fanmadlaitely pat to 
worit OB the caao and thay arraatad 
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WllIlRffi F. Jones, a roomer in Hay- 
wood's bouse. The two men are said 
to have qtiarrelcd frequently. About 
7ft feet from where the body was found 
a revolvi r lay in the alley. The little 
Haywood boy iUtntiilid it as belong- 
ing to Jones, and said he bad seen it 
in his room. Whether it caused the 
wound is the question which tbe po- 
lice will fathom. At the station Jonen 
was examined as to his relations with 
the Haywood family He raid his 
home was in Lincoln, Neb., where 
he has a wife and three 
children. He said he first be- 
come acquainted with the Haywood 
family about five years ago when he 
went to the bouse one day to mend a 
gasoline stove for them. He has been 
boarding there since last Friday 

THE HILTOH ESTATE. 

BxeeutArs to Mrs. Hilton Mot Kutltled 
to ReMatnder of $i5,000. 

New York. April 10.~Henry Hilton, 
lawyer and judge, who vas an inti- 
mate friend of A. T. Stewart and his- 
wife and inherited a portion ot their 
fortune, executed bis will two years 
Ivefore his death In 1899, making dis- 
position of an estate estimated at be- 
tween $6,000,000 and 17,000,000. H'S 
executors found tbe will of so compli- 
cated a character that they bad to 
ask the supreme court to constrae cer- 
tain points. Judge Scott baa Just ren- 
dered his decision. 

By his will Mr. Hilton gave 150.000 
each to his children, except Henry O., 
or his wife, for whom tbe executors 
were authorised to set aside $25,000 
to make payments from the sum in 
their (ilscrction. They elected to hold 
this money for Mrs. Hilton and niadt' 
several payments to her prior to her 
death. Her executors then presented 
a claim tor the remained of the |25.- 
000 as belonging to her estate, but 
Judge Scott holds that iliis contention 
cannot be sustained, as the fund was 
not given to Mra Hlitoo. but was left 
with the executors In their discretion. 
This Is thought to end the famous 
contaat 



Potomac Rlalng. 

Cumberland, Md.. April 10.— The Po- 
tomac Is rising, althoush not rapidly, 
as the snow is melting slowly. The 
river is about 16 feet abovo low water 
ibark. Such a volume of snow so late 
in the season has never before been 
known, and the worst is feared when 
It commences to go off with a rush. 
The Blackwater and Cheat rivere have 
overflown their bank*, inundating con- 
aldarable farming land and destroying 
a large amount of property. Snow has 
fallen at Fairfax, \V. V^a., to a depth 
of 32 incht^j. .\ large landslide oc- 
curred on tbe West Virginia Central 
and Pittsburg rallrood at Copperas 
rock. 
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Shortage of Meat 
Liverpool, April 10.— Tha rise In tbe 
price of meat here is attributed more 
to tbe prohibition of Canadian and 
Argentine oattle than fo the opera 
tlona of the American beef combinar 
tion. During the first quarter of this 
year more than 8.000 fewer cattle 
were Imported through* Liverpool than 
during the corresponding period of 
1901, and the South American dead 
meat trade has failed to compensate 
for this shortage. The butchers' as- 
letadoa aad thw aaapelaMoo of f^r 
alga eattle traders aver that the 
aearclty In meat will increase. 

Patrlak PInn Arreated. 

Cleveland, April 10.--The f. deral 
authorities have made several a/ddi 
tlonal arrests In connection with the 
naturalization frauds. Patrick Finn 
deputy anparfntaBdent of streets, was 
arrested for assisting and prin nrlng 
and abetting In the granting of nat;ir 
allzation parpers to a number of for 
eignera. Finn was released on t'iMii 
ball. 



Tally Cheet Forgery Charged. 
Colunkbus, O.. April 10.— Hon. John 
J. Lents baa had 4he tally book In pre- 
cinct B, Seventeenth ward photo- 
graphed, charging forgery by adding 
five tallies. Shaw (Rep.) was elected 
over Ward (Dem.) by two votes, but 
it is claimed more tallies were record 
ed than were votara regtaUred In the 
ward.

Pretoria. April 10.— -President Steyn 
ot the Orange Free States, Secretary 
of State Reits of the Transvaal, Act- 
ins Pre«^iilent 5>chalk-Burger of the 
TransNaal and General Lueas Mayer, 
commander-in-chief of the Orange 
Free State forces, passed through 
Kroonstad. Oranga Free State, Sun- 
day, April 6, on their way to Klerks- 
dorp. Southwestern Transvaal, where 
Oeneral Botha, the Transvaal com- 
mander-in-chief arrived Monday, April 
7. It was expeetad that Oaaarala Da- 
wet and Delarey would attend tbe 
conference to take place there It Is 
understood that the Boer leaders are 
fully possessed of the British peace 
torma aad that tbe conference then 
aaaembUng waa to anable tbe leaders 
to tboroughly discuss these terms. It 
Is expected that the final decision of 
the burghers will shortly be made 
known.

London, April 10. — The London 
Times publishes a dispatch from 
Klerksdorp announcing that Acting 
Preaident Schalk-Berger and other 
members of the Boer government ar- 
rived there by train April 6 and that 
messages were sent Inviting President 
Steyn and Oeneral Delarey to come in 
and meet then While awaiting a re- 
ply Oeneral Schalk-Burger and his 
party were occupying a hotel which 
had baea reserved for their uaa here.

New York, April 10.— Te.nilei h' a;-t( d 
persons in the llailem police court 
were shocked when Francisco Oorgia, 
an aged, shrivelled aad miaaraL.e 
looking Italian organ grinder waa fiur 
ed 160 for begging The white-haired 
old man looked apiiealingly about the 
room and from long habit put bis 
hand out, but, quickly recovering bJm 
self, and glancing uneasily at the mag' 
iatrate. he brought forih a grimy old 
bag and counted out pennieb. nu kels, 
dimes and quarters until be bad paid 
hie fine. Then he paid |5 also in 
small change to hia lawyer By this 
time a crowd was about him. To the 
astonishment of the court attaches 
and dUmay uf thosv who bad sym- 
pathized with bim he produced a pack 
age containing (ISO In bills and a 
bank book on the bank of Rome. lUIy, 
showing he bad $12,000 on deposit 
there.

Bloody Confllcta.

Doring 
the rioting one pollcoman was shot 
through the body and face. His com- 
rades, having exhausted thtir ammu- 
nltioo, fled ,and the wounded man was 
overwhelmed, klekad and atoned. An- 
other poUoaoian aonght refuge la the 
attic of a cafe, whereupon the Social- 
ists sacked the establishment, explod- 
ed a lamp which set fire to tbe build 
Ing aad eompleted its ruin.

OABD IES'3 BE POBT. 

GoTtrnor of One of PhlHpplne Prov. 
laoes Details OutrageM. 

Washington, April 10.— When the 
senate committee on the Philippines 
met. Senator Lodge, chairman of the 
committee, laid before the committee 
the report of .Major Oomelliis Gardner, 
civil governor of the Philippine prov- 
ince of Tayabas. to which reference 
was made by Oeneral Miles in bis cor- 
respondence with Secretary Root. This 
report had been withheld and this 
caused the ailoption of a rt solution at 
the last tte' ot the committee re- 
queating the secretary of war to send 
the report to the committee. 

The report Is dated Dec. 16, ISOl. and 
is largely a review of conditions In the 
province and tells what was done in 
tbe way of a campaign against the in- 
surgents. 

la tbe course of the report the gov- 
ernor says. "A vigorous campaign 
was at once organised againi-t insurg 
eats in arms with the troops acting 
under positive orders to shoot no un- 
armed naUvca and to burn ao bouses. 
Looting waa prohibited under the 
strictest penalties. Company and otli 
er commanders were ordered to pay 
for everything taken for necessity or 
bought from natives." 

The governor In detail tells about 
what haa been done and then I'^orn- 
mendi that the opcratioat- a^iaiii.si ilie 
insiirpents should l>e by foice of na 
tlves. He has traveled all over the 
provlaoo irKh ao eaeort other than na- 
tives. In another recommemhuion he 
says: "As civil governor 1 f( el it my 
duty to say that it is my firm < onvic 
lion that the United States troops 
rtould at the earliest opportunity be 
concentrated in one or two garrisons 
if it is thought desirable that tbe good 
sentiment and loyalty that formerly 
existed to tbe United States anion 
the peof^e of this province should be 
conveyed and encouraged. Being in 
close touch with the people, having 
visited all tbe pufcblos one or uiort 
times, iiaving lived with tb(>m in ttaei 
homes, I know that such a sentimen 
once exisied. Of late, by reason of 
the conduct of troops such as the ex 
tenfive burning of the barilos In try 
ing to lay waste the country so tlia 
the insurgents cannot occupy it, th 
torturing of natives by so<aUed water 
curea and other methoda to obtain ln< 
formation, tbe har^h treatment of na 
tlves generally and the failure of in 
experienced, lately appointed liouten 
ants commanding posts, to dUtingulsb 
between those who are freindly and 
those unfriendly and to treat every 
aatlve as if he were, whether or not 
an insurrtcto at heart, this fa\(jialil( 
sentiment above referred to, is being 
fast destroyed and a deep hatred to- 
ward us engendered. If these things 
need be done they bad best be done 

by native troops ^-o that the ptople of 
the United Stales will not be credited 
therewith. Aimcst without exception 
soldiers and many officers refer to na 
tlves in their presence as "niggers,' 
end natives are beginning to under- 
stand what the word 'nlggtr' means 
The ( Oiirse now being pursued in this 
province and . in the province of Ba* 
tongas, Laguna and Saaaar la in my 
opinion sowing seeds for a perpettial 
revolution against us hereafter when 
a gocd oppoi t aiiitv off* IS. I'nder pres 
ent conditions ihe political situation 
in this province is slowly retrogrsd 
Ing and the American sentiment 
Is decreasing and we are daily mak 
ing permanent entniieti. in the couse 
above referred to. troops make no UiS 
tindion often between the property 
of tbofi« natives who are Insurgent or 
Insurgent sympathisers and the prop 
tity oif those who heret.ofoie lia\e 
risked their lives ly being loyal to the 
United States and giving us informa- 
tion against their countrymen In arms. 
Often every house in a barrio is 
burned."

Depew's Amendment. 

Washington. April 10. — Soon after 
tie Fenate i (mvi-Li d y.r. Uepew (.\. 
Yt offered an anu niiin^ i.i to the rtso- 
iution to providt the eiei tiou ol 
senators by popular vote. The ameud- 
ment was as follows: "The quallflca 
tlon of <'ltIzer.K (iititlfd to voti- for 
United States sei. uojb and reprt sen- 
tafive* in con^-Mefs shail be unitoim 
in ail tbe states and congress shall 
have power to enforce this article by 
appropriate legislation and to provide 
for registration of citizens entitled to 
vote, the conduct of such elections and 
the certificate of the result' Mr. De- 
pew addressed the senate ia support 
of his amendment 



Qreavenor's Warning. 

Washington. April 10.— Mr. Orosve- 
Bor warned the Republicans that the 
present tariff schedules could not ei- 
ist forever. Irresistable demands for 
changes would be made, but this was 
aot the tllid. it was not schedules, he 
said, but the protective principle for 
which the party stood. He warned 
the Rep\iblican opponents of the Cu- 
ban bill not to overrun tbe rulings of 
the chair and plnnga tha country tato 
aa agltatloa for ravMoa of tho tarUL 



Oolumbna. O., April 10.— Tbe senate 

discussed the administration taxation 
measures and passed the Willis bill, 
levying one-tenth of one per cent upon 
the outstanding stock ot private cor- 
porations. The bill was passed by a 
strict party vote, 20 to 12. the Republi- 
cans voting as a unit for and thn 
Democrats as a unit .t^alii-t the bill. 
It is estimated that it will net the 
state about $1,000,000. 

These* bills were introduced In tho 
senate: Making the crime of aaaault 
punishable by death, where the victim 
Is a girl under 16 y^ars of age; the 
present i)enalty Is life imprisonment; 
allowing building and loan aasocia- 
tlona to Inveot thaIr snrplus capiui in 

pnvernment, state, ennniy or munlcl- 
Iial bonils; ^'n'lm legislative consent. 
a.-T reii'in-e,! ii\ ■ constitution, to the 
federal government to acquire land ia 
Ohio for the purpoaa of ereotlag fad* 

era! bnild'nss. The bill was sent tO 
Mr. ('hanil)erlain. fromt Washingtton, 
and he was uuable to i-xplain what in 
provements are contemplated unJi^r 
the Mil. 

The senate passed the Royer bill 
prohibiting straw board companies 
from emptying its refuse into streams 
under a heavy penalty. 

In tha Houaa. 

The house of representatives waa to- 
have conisidered the Pugh-Klbler 
municipal (o>!e bill, but too much time 
was devoied to a distrusgion of the 
.Archer fish and game commission bill. 
The bill waa regarded much in the 
light as the regular game law and the 

bill was di .Vated. 

A bill by Speaker McKinnon .-^ceKS 
to correct the defects in bond issuer 
on the authority ot special acta b^ 
former sessions of the legislatures. 
The speaker termed the bill as a "coa- 
flden( e" nr ;. since ii will restore coii- 
fideti' •' (it .iivts'.urs In these bond.4 
who have been more or less paaio 
itrlekaa by the agitation against ape- 
cial legislation. 

The house landed hard on the 
Ai-<1ilm game bill when it was callei 
up for discussion, a fusillade of 
aaieadmants belag proposed. The 
first Important feature of the measure 
to go was tbe gun license. This sec- 
tion rnet with a rel«>ntle.ss opposition 
from the farmers of tbe state, who 
claim that Its operation would be a 
hardship upoa them, since in order to 
hunt rabbits on an adjoining farm 
they woulil have to first S'ecure a li- 
cense, costing $1.-5. including the 
clerk's fee. The city sportsmen as a 
rule are in favor of the license, since 
It creates a fund with which to prose- 
cute ( as-e of violations of law. 
Twenty-three oih»r amendments wer^ 
suhniitieil aiu! agreed to. and tlien th" 
bill was postponed, to be considered 
as a special order next Tuesdsy. The 
opposition to the bill had things niu(',i 
its own way, and there are feais tha: 
the ki'nate will refuse to coacvr ta all 
tbe amendments. 

Tbe house aliio took up the Buet! 
bill, extending the time of the term-* 
of cleiks of the Po«,;ty courts of the 
state. In;; rlie bill wa^ not piscel 
upon it.s passage. It w^s uiude a spe- 
cial order for Krlday of this week. 
The substitute for t^e Cain bill was 
passed. This bill seeks to collect tlii 
Dow tax fiiMn houses of ill-fame anl 
other lesori.-, iMni places the collec- 
tion In the :; f ilie .-ute dairy 
and, fn 'd ciniiii'ssluner. Providion.4 
are made for the prot>ct1on nf bona 
flde di iin:^'!-;s, A i e.'-'o ii' ion bv Mr.

Millionaire Rockefeller's Minister Says 
Maiy Are Aaarekistt Who Evade tke

Clkvilako, Ohio, April 7.— Rev. Dr. 
Ohae. A. Eaton, of John D. Rockefeller's 

church, took a shot at the rich to-day in 
an address before the Baptist ministers.
